The learned and scientific Dr. Goodby has 


been lecturing in New York, on Insects.— 
From a report of his fifth lecture, in the 
Evening Post, we abstract the following curi- 
ous facts: 


"There is some difficulty about the sense 


of smell in insects; they possess it, unques- 
tionably, but wo are, as yet, quite in the dark 
as to where this sense resides, though we have 
no doubt df its existense, for we Know that 
insects will fly a great distance in search of 
an odor that is agreeable to them. An in- 
stance of this occurred to me this afternoon. 
There are two windows in the room I oc- 
cupy, and of these, one was open; in one 
corner of the room there is a closet, with 
•helves on the right and left, or, what you 
call in this country a pantry, having a win- 
dow on the opposite angle of the room, shad- 
ed by a curtain. 
I was just emerging from 


it, when a bee came buzzing into the room, 
through the open window, and made directly 
for the closet, which must have appeared to 
it, just coming from the bright sunshine, as 
dark as Erebus. Now this, to one acquaint- 
«d with the habits of insects, appeared very 
etrange. They will fly into an open window 
where there is it light opposite to guide them, 
but here there was no inducement, and the 
singularity of the occurrence arrested my at- 
tention. In this closet I kept things most dis- 
tasteful to insects, and I had been busy for 
four hours the day previous, working with 
materials that emit an odor most destructive 
to insect life, and this odor was still lingering 
in the room. While I was trying to account 
for this deviation from their settled habits, an- 
other bee came in, and it was followed by a 
third and a fourth, until there were seven in 
the room at one time. The matter was be- 
coming serious—I knew they must have been 
attracted by something—must have come af- 
ter some special organism, that was peculiar- 
ly inviting to them. Being determited to dis- 
cover their object, I hastened to close the win- 
dow, but, cautiously as I went about it, three 
•were too quick for m«, and effected their es- 
cape. I had secured four, but had still to find 
out the cause of their visit. I went into the 
closet and found the first bco on a small bot- 
tle, which at once revealed the mystery. The 
history of tho bottle is this:—On my way 
home, I called at a wholesame drug store for 
something I wan tod for my manipulations and 
experiments, and purchased this bottle of the 
essential oil of verbens. 
When I reached my 


apartments, I opened the bottle, and the odor 
becoming diffused, attracted the insects while 
On the wing high up in the atmosphere. 
Up- 


wards of a dozen of bees were collected about 
the outside of the window, and I venture to 
say, not a person in this city him seen a single 
one to-day. So much for uncorking the bot- 
tle. I am now sure that it contained the very 
best verbens, for bees are far better judges of 
it than I am; they have tasted of the delici- 
ous juice of tho clematis, and cannot be de- 
ceived. I may mention as a curious fact, that 
though the diffused odor is delicious, the con- 
centrated odor is overpowering, and it had 
this effect on the bee, for I easily captured it 
with my finger and thumb, and have preserv- 
ed it with a view to ulterior purposes.

Bead 
the description given of them in Holy Writ ; 
our greater knowledgefof natural history can

Aa there recorded, they 


make for the sea, and unable to cross it, they 
drop down on the shore, where their dead 
carcases form, not hills, but mountains of de- 
caying animal matter, the odorrf which in- 
fect* the air, uad is perceived at the distance 
of a hundwd mile*.

NEW YORK, Apia 13,1851. 


A bright clear cold sky over Broadway is 


somewhat obscured by the smoke ascending 
from the ruins of the block adjoining, the 
Howard Hotel. The best of the stores burnt 
was a new and elegant freestone building, 
which Hudson and Robertson had only occu- 
pied about three months. The fire origina- 
ted in an npper story of the building, but 
from what accidental cause cannot be divined. 
It burnt with astonishing rapidity, and made 
a great blaze before any alarm could be giv- 
en ; it being about midnight. 


It is not impossible but what it may have 


arisen from spontaneous combustion. I have 
known the contents of a Junk Shop to get on 
fire because of moisture in the rags, and have 
seen a roll of carpeting completely charred 
by spontaneous caloric arising from its hav- 
ing been accidentally saturated with oil.— 
Cotton in ships' holds often gets on fire in this 
way; and it is so common for the oily cotton- 
waste in factories to get on fire spontaneous- 
ly, that it is usual to stipulate in the insur- 
ance that it shall not be suffered to accumu- 
late in the building, but shall be removed as 
often as once in 48 hours. 


Many M unaccountable conflagrations " un- 


doubtedly are occasioned by the careless and 
improper manner in which friction matches 
are put up. The underwriters ought to have 
increased their fire premiums % per cent, all 
round, when these phosphoric lights were 
invented. They were very properly called 
Lucifer Matches. Knocked about as they are 
in the stores where they are sold, it is a won- 
der they do not accidentally ignite more fre- 
quently than they do. Rats and mice gnaw- 
ing into a paper of them, may set them afire. 
A porter, once, on locking up the store 
which he had in charge, saw a mouse on an 
upper shelf nibbling at a package. In a mo- 
ment it was on fire, and had the man left the 
store a minute earlier, it might hare burnt to 
the ground, and the little four-legged incen- 
diary in it. Fires are much more numerous 
since these very convenient matches came in- 
to use, and exceed the increase of the facili- 
ties for extinguishing them.

This 
most sublime of all phenomena very seldom 
occurs. In April, 1715, the sun was entirely 
hidden at noon in London, and again in May, 
at Paris; but between the years 1824 and 
1801, and perhaps longer, the shadow of the 
moon has not passed, and will not over either 
of these cities. The only total eclipse that 
has happened in Boston since its settlement 
in 1630, was June 16th, 1706, and there will 
not be any during this century.

at Naples to extinguish the fires of Vesuvius!
